5, (1) The Payment of Wages (Amendment) Ordinance, 1975, is 21 of 1975. 
hereby repealed. 

(2) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action taken 
under the principal Act, as amended by the said Ordinance, shall be 
deemed to have been done or taken under the principal Act as amended 
by this Act. 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

The Payment of Wages Act, 1936 requires the employers to make 
timely payment of Wages to the persons employed by them. It also 
protects the employed person against arbitrary fines being imposed and 
unauthorised deductions being made from their wages by the employer*. 

2. An Ordinance to amend the Payment of Wages Act, 1936 was pro¬ 
mulgated by the President on the 12th November, 1975 to provide for (i) 
raising of the wage limit from Rs. 400 to Rs. 1,000 a month, having regard 
to the present wage levels, (ii) the payment of wages by cheques subject 
to the consent of the employed person, and (hi) deductions from wages 
to be made with the written authorisation of the employed person for 
contribution to the Prime Minister’s National Relief Fund or any other 
similar Fund that may be' specified by the Central Government in the 
Official Gazette. 

3. The Bill seeks to replace the said Ordinance.

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MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 

Clause 4 of the Bill seeks to insert a new clause (p) after clause (o) 
of sub-section (2) of section 7 of the Act. This new provision confers 
power on the Central Government tot specify, by notification in the 
Official Gazette, any Fund other than the Prime Minister's National Relief 
Fund, contributions to which would come within the purview of deduc¬ 
tions under that clause. This is a matter of detail and as such, the delega¬ 
tion of power is of a normal character.
